dangerous,  and  uncertain,  as  the  common  Operations 
which  are  made  in  order  to  cure  it.  Therefore  any  Im¬ 
provement  of  this  moft  dangerous,  though  common 
Operation,  cannot  but  be  gratefully  received  by  all 
thofe  who  have  the  Misfortune  to  be  troubled  with  this

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cruel  Difeafe,  as  alfo  by  all  Lovers  and 
of  ufeful  Difcoveries.

Diagnojlick  Signs  of  the  Stone  in  the  Bladder. 
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rT^HE  Necellity  of  being  certain  what  a  Perfon 
JL  ails  in  all  Cafes  as  well  as  the  prefent,  before  we 
propofethe  Method  of  Cure,  is  very  well  expreffed  by  the 
excellent  Hildanus ,  in  the  following  Words. 

Non  abs  re,  gravique  Caufa,  divinus  ac  celeberrimus 
tile  Chirurgorum  parens  Hippocrates,  Lib .  de  Arte,  fic 
feriptum  reliquit .  Chirurgus  fi  Jujficerit  ad  cognofeen- 
dum,  fujficit  qnoque  ad  fanandum .  Quibus  Verbis  Hip¬ 
pocrates  folertes  quojlibet  Chirurgos  hortatur,  ut  ante 
omnia  fummum  ftudium  &  diligent iam ,  ad  confequen- 
dam  exaclam  dr  accuratam  morbi  cognitionem  adhibe- 
ant  prinfqudm  de  inftituenda  ipfius  curatione  quicqiiam 
intendant  aut  cogitent.  Ac  fane,  fi  aliter  procedat  Chi¬ 
rurgus,  tarde,  [i  unquam,  optatum  fcopum  attingere, 
regrumqUe priflink  fuee  Valet udini  reft it uere  poterit . 

“  It  is  not  without  Reafon,  and  fufficient  Caufe,  that 
the  divihe,  and  moll  celebrated  Father  in  Chimrgery, 
Hippocrates,  Lib .  de  Arte,  Fas  thus  left  it  upon  Record.: 
e  If  a  Surgeon  is  abk  to  find  out,  he  will  alfo  be  able  to 
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cure 
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«  cure  the  Difeafe,  by  which  Expreffion  Hippocrates 
“  exhorts  every  honcft  and  induftrious  Surgeon,  that  he 
“  would  always  endeavour,  with  the  utmoft  Care  and 
•«  Diligence,  to  acquire  a  perfeft  and  cxaft  Knowledge 
“  of  the  Diftemper,  before  he  propofes,  or  fo  much  as 
«  thinks  of  fetting  about  the  Cure.  And  certainly,  if 
“  a  Surgeon  goes  otherwife  to  Work,  he  will  very  rare- 
“  lv,  if  ever;  fucceed. 

The  Diagnoftick  Signs  of  the  Stone  in  the  Bladder 7 
are  of  two  Sorts 5  viz.  Thofe  they  call  common  or 
equivocal,  becaufe  they  may  proceed  from  feveral 
other  Caufes  befides  the  Stone :  And  thofe  that  are

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The  Equivocal  Signs  are, 
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1.  A  great  Pain  and  Difficulty  in  making  Water, 
which  is  encreafed  or  diminiffied  according  to  the  Pofi- 
tion  and  Figure  of  the  Stone. 

2.  A  Weight  on  the  Terinteum  or  Re  Slum,  which  is 
more  or  lefs  according  to  the  Bignefs  of  the  Stone, 

3.  A  frequent  Inclination,  without  Ability,  to 

make  Water,  and  if  any  paffes  it  is  by  Drops,  and  with 

great  Pain. 

4.  They  frequently  make  bloody  Water. 

5.  They  have  often  involuntary  Erections.

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&•  A  Pain  in  the  Gians  and  Frarntn,  which  they 
endeavour  to  eafe  by  pulling  and  handling  it. 

7.  Some,  when  they  make  Water,  crofs  their  Legs, 
bend  their  Heads  towards  the  Ground,  and  with  their 
Hands  prefs  on  their  Belly,  &c, 

8.  Some  are  troubled  with  a  Brolapfus  Anu 

9.  Some  have  a  Tenefmus . 

10.  The  Stream  of  Urine  is  often  ftopt  of  a  fudden, 
by  the  Stone  falling  on  the  Paffage. 

11.  They  cannot  ride  in  a  Coach  or  on  Horfe-back 
without  great  Pain, 

1 2.  They  are  relieved  by  no  Medicines,  but  very  of- 
ten  made  worfe. 

Thefe,  or  fome  of  them,  make  us  firft  fufpeCt  that  a 
Perfon  is  troubled  with  the  Stone ,  neverthelefs,  we  can¬ 
not  depend  upon  them,  becaufe  they  alfo  happen  in  In¬ 
flammations,  Ulcers,  and  Excrefcences  of  the  Bladder  or 
Urethra ,  and  therefore  we  muft  have  recoiirfe  to  that 
which  is  infallible,  *viz.  the  Catheter . 

How  to  fearch  with  the  Catheter. 

There  isfuch  Difficulty  in  paffing  the  Catheter  in  Males 
of  all  Sizes,  (occafion’d  by  the  Length  and  Figure  of  the 
Urethra ,  Obftru&ions  in  the  Paflage,  fuch  as  the  Verumon- 
tanum,  Excrefcences,  preternatural  Straitnefs,  Inflammation 
of  the  SphinCter,  bad  Pofition  of  the  Body,  &c.)  that  I 
think  it  cannot  be  taught  by  Words,  and  ought  never  to  be 

attempted. 


attempted,  but  by  thofe  who  have  a  perfed  Idea  of  the  na¬ 
tural  Figure  and  Structure  of  the  Parts,  and  who  have 
been  well  inftruded  how  to  manage  the  Inftrument. 

There  is  not  only  great  Art  and  Dexterity  required  to 
pafs  the  Catheter ,  but  alfo  to  difeover  the  Stone  (efpecial- 
ly  when  fmall)  after  it  is  pafled,  which  is  only  to  be  ac¬ 
quired  by  good  Inftrudions  and  frequent  Pradice. 

As  the  pairing  the  Catheter  in  Males  is  fo  difficult  that 
it  cannot  be  exprefled;  fo  the  palling  of  it  in  Females  is 
fo  eafy  it  is  not  worth  while  to  deferibe  it. 

The  Stone  being  difeovered  by  the  Catheter ,  there  is 
no  other  Method  to  get  rid  of  it  yet  known,  but  by 
Cutting,  whatever  Impoftors  pretend,  or  credulous  Peo¬ 
ple  believe. 

We  ought  not  only  to  be  fatisfied  of  the  Exigence  of  a 
Stone  in  the  Bladder ,  but  alfo  of  its  Bignefs  and  Figure  > 
(becaufe  it  will  enable  us  to  judge  how  big  the  Wound  in 
the  Bladder  ought  to  be  made)  both  which  are  difeovered 
by  introducing  our  Fingers  into  the  Anus  ox.  Vagina ,  and 
uling  them  as  direded  in  Cutting  on  the  Gripe.

Whether  the  Stone  ever  adheres  to  ^  Bladder,  as  it 

fuppofed. 
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THE  dreadful  Idea  of  the  Stone's  adhering  to  the  Blad- 
.  A fees  fo  difturb  and  fright  fome  Patients,  that 

they  rather  choofe  to  die  in  their  moft  exquifite  Pains,  than 
fubmit  to  the  Operation 

In  order  to  cure  this  imaginary  Difeafe,  which  is  much 
more  fatal  than  the  Stone  it  felf,  I  fhall  evidently  prove, 
that  the  Stone  is  very  rarely,  if  ever,  attached  to  the  Blad¬ 
dery  or  involved  in  a  Membrane,  by  the  fallowing  Argu¬ 
ments,  viz;. 


1.  Becaufe  it  is  evident  from  Experience,  that  leaden 
Bullets,  &c .  have  lodged  in  feveral  Parts  of  our  Bodies  for 
many  Years,  and  yet  have  never  been  found  to  adhere 
to  the  Parts  which  they  touched  all  that  while. 

2.  Becaufe  we  have  no  authentic  Hiftories  of  any 
that  ever  died,  in  whofe  Bladder  the  Stone  was  found  to 
adhere. 

3 .  Becaufe  the  moft  experienced  Lithotomijls,  fuch  as 
Tolety  RaUy  Cyprianus,  dec.  deny  that  ever  they  met 
with  any  fuch  Thing,  in  all  their  Operations. 

4.  But  fuppofing  it  was  pofllble  for  the  Stone  to  adhere 

to  the  Bladder  if  it  kept  always  ftill  in  the  fame  Place  3 
yet  its  conftant  Motion,  from  its  firft  Formation,  upon 
every  Alteration  of  the  Pofition  of  the  Body,  would  cer¬ 
tainly  hinder  it.  5.  Be- 


j.  Becaufe  if  it  adhered  to  the  Fund  of  th t  Bladder,  it 
would  always  pain  them  moll  when  they  flood  upright, 
and  when  the  Bladder  was  fulleft  of  Water:  If  to  the 
right  Side,  it  would  pain  them  moft,  when  they  lay  on  the 
left  5  and  e  contra  5  but  we  never  obferve  any  fuch 
Symptoms. 

6 .  Becaufe  it  is  never  talked  of,  except,  when  the  Ope¬ 
rator  happens  to  pull  out  a  Part  of  the  Bladder  along  with 
the  Stone ,  and  then  they  immediately  pretend  the  Stone 
adhered  :  But  if  you  throw  that  very  Stone  into  a  Bafon  of 
Water,  you  will  fee  it  clear  it  felf  in  a  little  Time,  of  all 
the  Blood  and  Membranes,  without  perceiving  any  Fila¬ 
ments  to  go  betwixt  the  Stone  and  Membrane,  which 
muft  have  been,  if  they  had  cohered, 

7.  Becaufe  the  Liquor  which  is  continually  difcharging 
from  the  Glands  in  the  innermoft  Coat  (to  defend  the

Bladder  it  felf,  from  the  Acrimony  of  the  Urine)  makes 
an  Adhefion  impoflible. 

8.  If  the  Stone  was  covered  with  a  Membrane,  it

would  hinder  it  from  pricking,  and  caufmg  fuch  intole¬ 
rable  Pain,  as  ufual  5  and  alfo  prevent  its  Increafe,  and 
found,  when  touched  with  the  Catheter. 

From  whence  it  is  evident,  that  the  Adhefion  of  the 
StQYie  to  the  Bladder ,  is  only  an  imaginary  Notion,  in* 
vented  to  skreen  the  Miftakes  of  ignorant,  or  heedlcfs 
Operators,  The  moft  judicious  Roffetus  is  alfo  of  the 
fame  Opinion.

“  It  often  happens  that  a  Part  of  the  Bladder  being 
“  laid  hold  of  by  the  Forceps ,  is  tom  away  with  the 
u  St  one y  the  certain  Confequence  of  which  is  Death, 
The  Reproach  of  which  Malmanagement,  they  often 
evade,  by  pretending  that  the  Stone  was  involved  in  a 
Membrane.

“  Why  then  fliould  we  Cut  for  the  Stone,  if  it  is 
u  thus  involved?  For  the  Softnefs  of  the  Membrane 
n  would  prevent  the  Stone’s  touching  and  pricking  the 
“  Bladder ,  and  confequently  the  Pain ;  which  neverthe- 
<l  lefs,  we  find  to  be  fo  intolerable,  as  to  force  thefe  mi- 
ferable  Perfons  to  run  the  Rifque  of  the  Operation. 

“  But  this  efpecially,  (they  themfelves  being  Judges,) 
te  clearly  difeovers  the  Fraud  whereby  they  excufe  their 
“  fatal  Blunders;  for  that  before  they  cut,  they  always  hear 
the  Catheter  ftrike  again  ft  the  Stone ,  otherwife  they 
“  would  never  attempt  the  Operation ;  and  no  Stone  in- 
«  volved  in  a  Membrane  will  found,  when  touched  with 
“  the  Catheter ,  becaufe  the  Membrane  hinders  it. 

“  Therefore  notwithftanding  all  their  Pretences,  they 
“  never  extracted  any  Stone  covered  with  a  Membrane.

SECT.  III. 


Whether  it  is  poJJible  to  diffolve  a  confirmed  Stone  in  the 
Bladder  by  Medicine s7  as  is  pretended  ? 

TH  E  Chymifts  boaft,  that  they  have  fuch  miraculous 
Remedies,  that  flighting  all  the  Mutations  which 
other  Medicines  undergo,  in  paffing  through  the  Body,  ftilL 
preferve  a  peculiar  Virtue,  by  which  they  are  capable  to 
break,  or  diffolve  the  mod  firm  and  folid  Stone  in  the 
Bladder ;  By  which  Pretences,  they  not  only  pick  the 
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Pockets  of  the  unwary,  but  often  deftroy  their  Conftitu- 
tions  to  fuch  a  Degree,  that  it  is  too  late  to  attempt  the 
Operation  when  they  have  done;  of  which  I  have  feen 
Inftances.

If  there  really  were  fuch  Medicines  to  be  purchafed  at 

ifci- 

any  Rate,  it  would  be  mod  barbarous  to  cxpofe  People  to 
the  Pain  and  Danger  of  being  Cut  j  but  fince  no  fuch 
Medicine  has  as  yet  appeared  (notwithftanding  all  their  Pre¬ 
tences)  we  cannot  be  blamed  for  continuing  this  Operati¬ 
on,  until  this  mod  defirable  Secret  is  difcovered  5  beeauie, 
though  fome  dye  after  it,  many  more  are  relieved  from 
mod  intolerable  and  lading  Pains,  and  reftored  to  perfect 
Health.

This  Opinion  is  alfo  confirmed  by  the  unprecedented  Ex¬ 
periment  lately  made  by  fome  of  our  Cutters,  who  (at  the 
fame  Time  that  they  ftrenuoully  oppofed  my  Operation, 
though  they  had  feen  five  of  the  firfl:  fix  that  were  Cut, 
recover  perfectly)  .took  a  poor  Boy,  and  delivered  him

had  the  Modefty  to  aflert  they  had  a  Medicine,  which 
would  infallibly  diffolve  the  moft  confirmed  Stone  in  the 
Bladder.

4.  Becaufe  it  fo  breaks  and  weakens  their  Conftitutions 
that  they  will  not  be  able  to  undergo  the  Operation,  with 
any  reafonable  Frofped  of  Succefs,  &c .

In  Females  the  Operation  fucceeds  with  much  more  Eafe, 
and  much  lefs  Danger,  than  in  Males.

r~y^HE  Operation  is  made  by  introducing  the  fore  and 

A  middle  Fingers  of  the  left  Hand  into  the  Anus,  as 
high  aspoffible;  at  the  fame  Time  get  an  Affiftant  to  lay  a 
folded  Napkin  on  his  Belly,  and  prefs  it  downwards  with  his 
Hands,  a  little  above  the  Region  of  the  Bladder ,  which 
forces  the  Stone  towards  its  Neck  :  Then  prefs  your  Fin¬ 
gers  in  the  Anus  againft  the  Gut  and  Bladder ,  and  fo  en¬ 
deavour  to  fecure  the  Stone  between  your  Fingers  and  the 
cPerin£um->  then  prefs  it  outwards,  fo  as  you  can  fee  and 
feel  the  Tumour,  then  make  an  Incifion  upon  it  the  full 
Length  of  the  Stone.  Then  extra&it  with  your  Fingers 
or  the  Crochet,  Tab.  1.  Fig  2.  then  introduce  your 
Finger,  or  the  Button  Fig.  7.  to  fee  if  there 
are  any  more,  which  extraft  as  before,  or  with  a  Pair  of 
Forceps. 

This  Operation  is  ftill  praftifed  by  fame  on  fmall  Bo¬ 
dies,  but  cannot  fo  eafily  be  done  on  large  ones,  becaufe 
our  Fingers  are  too  fhort  to  bring  the  Stone  into  the  de- 
fired  Place.

The  Inconveniencies  of  this  Method. 

i.  rT^HE  violent  Comprefllon  they  are  often  obliged  to 
1  make  on  the  Belly  (before  they  can  fecure  the 
Stone  between  their  Fingers  and  Berinreum)  Contufes  the 
Parts,  caufes  great  Pain,  and  fometimes  Inflammations,  Fe¬ 
vers,  &c. 

2.  When  the  Stone  is  rough,  it  is  troublcfome,  painful, 
and  tedious  to  make  the  Incifion  upon  it. 

3#  There  happen  frequently  great  Htemorrhagies. 

4.  The  RePtum ,  VeJicuU  Seminales ,  and  Bladder ,  are 
contufed,  pricked,  or  lacerated,  by  being  prefled  fo  hard 
againft  the  Stone,  and  fometimes  the  SphinPler,  as  well  as 
the  forementioned  Parts,  is  cut  by  the  Knife,  or  lacerated 
by  the  Stone :  Whence  Incontinency  of  Urine,  Impo- 
tency,  Fiftulas,  &c.

“  eafily  fee,  who  confiders  that  in  performing  it  the  Sur- 
u  geon  may  very  eafily  cut  through  the  Parts  about  the 
iC  Neck  of  the  Bladder ,  even  the  Neck  it  felf,  and  fome- 
<c  times  the  very  Sphincter ,  from  whence  great  Hamor- 
“  rhagies ,  &c.  are  to  be  expected . 

“  Befides,  it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  Patient  will  ever  af- 
u  terwards  be  troubled  with  an  Incontinency  of  Urine, 
ct  Fiftula,  &c. 

c<  It  is  eafy  to  imagine  how  great  an  Inconveniency  thefc 
t(  would  be  to  the  Patient,  and  what  a  Reproach  and  Shame 
u  to  the  Lithotomift.

III.  Mari  anus’s  Method. 

This  Method  of  Operating  was  Invented  and  pra&ifed 
by  Jo.  TOe  Romanis,  but  was  firft  publiflied  by  his  Dif- 
ciple  Marianas  Sancius  Barolitanus,  whence  it  was  called 
Mariana,  afterwards  Apparatus  Major  (becaufe  of  the 
great  Number  of  Inftruments  ufed  in  making  it)  and  now 
Cutting  on  the  Stajfe. 

Barts  concerned  in  this  Operation. 

TH  E  Parts  concerned  are  of  three  Sorts,  viz. 

i .  Thofe  which  are  Cut,  viz.  the  Skin,  Acce¬ 
lerator  Mufcle,  and  Cavernous  Urethra,

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2.  Thofe  which  are  Dilated  or  Lacerated,  viz.  The 
Membranous  Urethra ,  and  Sphincter  of  the  Bladder . 

3.  Thofe  that  are  liable  to  be  injured  becaufeof  the 
nearnefs  of  their  Situation,  viz.  The  Body  of  the  Blad¬ 
der,  the  Veficuhe  Seminales ,  the  Tr  oft  at  a,  the  Verumon •

THIS  Operation  has  been  hitherto  moft  in  Ufe,  and 
is  performed  after  the  following  Manner  : 

They  firft  pafs  the  Staflfe  Tab.  1 .  Fig.  1 .  into  the  Blad¬ 
der ,  then  they  prefs  it  againft  the  Bulb  of  the  Urethra ,  and 
then  make  an  Incifion  upon  it  with  the  Lithotome ,  Fig.  2. 
from  two,  to  four  Inches  long,  according  to  the  Bignefs  of 
the  Patient^  that  done  they  introduce  the  Gorgeret,  Fig .  3. 
or  the  two  Conductors,  Fig.  4.  5.  then  they  withdraw  the 
Staff,  and  pafs  the  Forceps ,  Fig.  6.  on  the  Gorgeret ,  or 
between  the  Conductors,  which  by  Reafonof  the  Streight- 
nefs  and  Length  of  the  Faffage,  requires  a  great  deal  of 
Force,  then  they  withdraw  the  TOireElor,  and  endeavour 
to  charge  the  Stone  in  the  Forceps,  but  if  that  cannot  be 
done  in  fome  Time,  they  withdraw  the  Forceps,  and  in¬ 
troduce  the  Button,  Fig .  7.  and  upon  it  the  curved  For¬ 
ceps,  Fig.  8.  (madly  fancying  that  the  Stone  is  fituated 
above  the  Os  Fubis,  or  about  the  Fund  of  the  Bladder,) 
then  the  Stone  being  at  length  charged  in  either  of  thefe 
Forceps ,  they  endeavour  to  extract  it,  but  if  they  find  that 

t  imprac- 
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imprafticable,  (cither  from  the  Bignefs,  Figure,  or  hold 
they  have  got  of  the  Stoned)  they  quit  their  hold,  and 
withdraw  the  Forceps ,  and  introduce  the  Button  again, 
and  upon  that  the  'Dilators,  Fig.  9.  with  which  they  di¬ 
late  the  Wound,  accordingly ;  then  they  introduce  the  For, 
ceps  again  as  before,  and  charge  them  with  the  Stone ,  and 
then  ext  raft  it,  (which  I  have  feen  take  all  the  Force  of  a 
ftrong  Man)  then  they  introduce  the  Button  again  to  fearch 
if  there  are  any  more,  which  they  extraft  as  before  5 
but  if  they  break  in  extracting,  the  fmall  Pieces 
muft  be  fcooped  out  with  the  Scoop,  Fig .  10.  and  the 
large  Ones  turned  out  with  the  Crochet,  Fig.  xi.  or  ex¬ 
tracted  with  the  Forceps,  as  before. 

The  Inconveniencies  of  this  Method \ 

H  E  Situation  of  the  Parts,  Inftruments,  and  Me- 


1  thod  of  Operating  being  defcribed,  it  will  not  be 
difficult  to  Account  for  the  Danger,  Laborioufnefs,  and 
frequent  bad  Confequences  of  this  Operation. 

That  this  is  the  molt  Dangerous  of  all  Chirurgical  Ope¬ 
rations,  will  appear  from  a  Computation  of  thofe  who  do, 
and  do  not  efcape  after  it. 

That  it  is  the  molt  Laborious  of  all  Operations,  every 
onemuftbeperfuaded,  who  hath  either  made,  or  feen  any 
Number  of  thefe  Operations  performed. 

The  Danger  and  Laborioufnefs  of  this  Operation  are 
caufed, 


1.  By 
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1.  By  the  Length  and  Strcigbtncfi  of  the  PafTage  thro* 
which  the  Forceps  muft  pafs  into  the  Bladder,  and  when 
charged  with  the  Stone  muft  return  back  again. 

2.  By  the  great  Number,  and  neceflary  Largenefs  of 
the  Inftruments  ufed.  Tab.  i.  and  the  frequent  Occaft- 
on  to  introduce  and  retract  them. 

3.  By  the  Number,  Figure,  andBignefsof  the  Stones, 
Force  required  to  extract  them, 

Whence  great  Hamorrhagtes ,  violent  Pain,  Contuft- 
on,  and  Laceration  of  the  Parts,  Convulfions,  Mortifica¬ 
tion,  and  Death. 

The  bad  Confequences  which  often  attend  this  Opera¬ 
tion,  (in  thofe  which  efcape  with  Life)  are  Incontinency 
of  Urine ,  Impotency,  Fiftula’s,  &c.  which  every  one 
muft  be  fatisfted  off,  that  have  feen  any  Number  of  thofe 
that  have  undergone  the  Operation. 

In  fome  of  whom  you  will  obferve  an  Incontinency  of 
Urine,  in  others  Impotency,  in  others  Fiftula’s,  and  in  o- 
thers  all  of  them  s  any  one  of  which  is  little  better  than 
the  Stone  it  felf. 

About  three  Years  ago,  I  cured  a  young  Fellow  of  a 
Fiftula  in  the  Berinreum ,  that  had  been  Cut  eight  Years  be¬ 
fore  in  one  of  the  Hofpitals  5  all  his  Urine,  except  now 
and  then  a  Drop  or  two,  pafs’d  involuntarily  through  the 
Fiftula,  both  Day  and  Night,  which  made  him  offenfive 
to  himfelf,  and  every  one  elfe  that  was  near  him. 

Before  I  began  the  Cure  of  the  Fiftula,  I  took  a  Ca¬ 
theter  and  tryed  whether  the  common  PafTage  was  open, 

but 
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but  found  it  fo  ftraightned,  that  I  put  him  to  great  Pain, 
to  introduce  it  a  very  little  way  :  I  therefore  continued 
to  pafs  it  a  little  farther  every  Day,  for  five  or  fix  Days  fuc- 
ceflively,  (becaufe  it  was  to  no  purpofe  to  endeavour  the 
Cure  of  the  Fiftula  before  the  Paflage  was  enlarged)  which 
put  him  to  near  as  much  Pain  every  Time  as  if  he  had 
been  cut,  yet  he  endured  it,  with  a  great  deal  of  Satis¬ 
faction,  in  Hopes  of  getting  rid  of  fo  deteftable  a  Difor- 
der.  The  Paflage  being  at  length  dilated,  I  fet  about  curing 
the  Fiftula,  which  I  performed  accordingly,  and  he  has 
been  perfectly  well  ever  fince, 

Thefe  Inconveniencies  are  fufficiently  attefted  by  the 
Obfervations  of  fome  of  the  beft  Pra&itioners.  E ,  G.

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“  By  the  frequent  Introduction,  and  Retraction  of  fo 
“  many  Inftrumehts,  after  the  Incifion  is  made,  thefe 
cc  nervous  Parts  are  dilated,  irritated,  and  lacerated, 
“  whence  Inflammation,  Fever,  lofs  of  Strength,  and 
ic  Death  5  efpecially  if  the  Bladder  was  inflamed,  or  ul- 
fc  cerared  before,  by  the  Afperities  of  the  Stone.  But

IV.  ‘De  Franco's  Method. 

What  Authors  call  the  high  Operation,  i.  e .  Cutting 
for  the  St  one  y  on  the  lower  Part  of  the  Belly,  was  firft 
pradifed  by  ‘Peter  de  Franco ,  of  Turriere  in  Provence 
of  which  he  gives  the  following  Account,  in  his  Treatife 
of  Hernias ,  publifhed  at  Lyons ,  ij8i.  Je

ic  ed,  in  the  foregoing  Part  of  the  fame  Chapter.

I  am  as  much  furprifed  at  his  Succefs  (confidering  his  un¬ 
couth  Way  of  operating,  and  the  low  Condition  of  his 
Patient)  as  I  am,  that  he  was  not  thereby  encouraged  to 
confider  farther  on  it,  and  improve  it,  inftead  of  telling 
us,  that  though  he  fucceeded,  yet  we  ought  never  to  at¬ 
tempt  it.  For  which  he  is  feverely  reprehended  by  the 
moft  judicious  Roffetus,  in  thefe  Words,

“  I  have  a  great  while  imagined,  that  the  Stone  might 
“  fafely  be  extracted  through  the  Hypogaftriumy  but  the 
i4  Novelty  of  the  Operation,  and  the  unbridled  Tongues 
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of  malicious  People,  deter  cl  me  from  it.  In  the  mean 
“  Time  I  fortunately  met  with  ‘Peter  Franco* s  Treatife  of 
u  Hernias,  written  in  French ,  in  which  that  expert  Rupture- 
“  Curer  relates  a  remarkable  Hillary  of  a  Child  of  two 
u  Years  of  Age,  which  he  cured  of  the  Stone,  by  cutting 
“  into  the  Bladder,  through  the  Hypogaftrium  near  the 
“  Os  Pubis ,  the  Parents  preifing  him  to  do  it,  which 
“  otherwife  he  had  never  undertaken,  becaufe  he  had  in 
u  vain  endeavoured,  by  all  Means  poffible,  to  bring  the 
“  Stone  down  to  the  Perineum  as  ufuah  But  I  very 
“  much  Wonder  why,  after  his  Succefs,  he  fliould  advife 
<c  us  not  to  attempt  this  Method.  Did  that  good  Man 
<c  envy  Mankind  the  Happinefsof  his  Difcovery,  though 
“  accidental,  and  as  it  were  forced  upon  him,  or  was  he 
ic  afraid  that  it  would  be  detrimental  to  him  and  his  Fratet- 
“  nity,  or  did  he  fear  being  expelled  their  Society  in  an 
“  ignominious  Manner  ?  Of  what  Ufe  would  his  Difco- 
Ct  very  have  been  to  Pofterity,  when  he  forbids  us  to  prac- 
*c  ticeit,  even  on  the  moft  promifing  Subjefts ;  though  he 
€C  himfelf  fucceeded  on  an  Infant  worn  out  and  half  dead 
“  with  Pain,  after  all  other  Methods  had  been  tryed  in 
vain.  He  diffuades  us  from  it,  I  fuppofe,  becaufe  the 
i(  Child  was  much  difordered  by  the  Operation ;  but  if  he 
u  had  not  been  very  ill  before,  this  Experiment  had  never 
S  been  tryed. 

€i  I  am  fo  far  from  being  furprifed  that  he  was  fick  after 
91  it,  that  I  wonder  he  was  not  worfe,  confidering  he  was 
“  but  two  Years  old,  wafted  with  continual  Pain,  fo  lately 

u  fatigued 
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“  fatigued  by  the  Operator’s  thrufting  his  Fingers  up  the 
“  Anus  of  fo  young  and  tender  a  Subjeft,  and  his  prefs- 
“  ing  upon  the  Belly,  as  ufual  in  that  ancient  Method  J 
“  all  which,  rather  than  the  Hypogaftrick  Se&ion,  mult 
“  very  much  diforder  him,  and  its  a  Wonder  they  were 
“  not  the  Occafion  of  his  Death. 

Hijlory  of  Bonnet,  and  Groenvelt. 

The  late  Monfieur  Tolet,  Lithotomift  to  the  King 
of  France,  gives  the  following  Account  of  one  Bonnet.

“  alfo  a  famous  Lithotomift)  told  him  formerly,  that 
“  Mr.  Bonnet  a  Surgeon,  who  practifed  Lithotomy  a  con- 
«  fiderable  Time  ago,  in  the  Hotel  Hieu  at  ‘Paris,  af. 

fured  him  {viz.  Mr.  Jonnot,)  that  he  had  cut  after  that 
“  Manner.  Mr.  Petit,  Mafter  Surgeon  of  that  Hofpital, 
“  alfo  told  our  Author,  that  he  had  feen  it  practifcd  by  the 
“  fame  Mr.  Bonnet  on  a  young  Girl. 

Monfieur  Hionis  alfo  mentions  the  fame  Man,

«  We  are  affured  that  Monfieur  Bonnet ,  frequently, 
«  and  with  good  Succefs,  perform’d  this  Operation,  at  the 
«  Hotel  { Dieu  in  Tar  is,  and  that  Monfieur  Tetit  has 
“  feen  him  do  it. 

This  is  all  the  Account  we  have  of  this  Bonnet ,  who 
they  fay  perform’d  it  feveral  Times  publickly,  and  always 
with  Succefs,  yet  which  is  very  ftrange,  they  have  given 
us  no*  Account  of  his  Method  of  Operating,  or  why  he 
was  not  imitated  by  his  Contemporaries. 

££  Dr.  Groe?ivelt  tells  us,  in  the  Englijh  Edition  of  his 
“  Book  on  Lithotomy ,  published  in  1 7 1  o.  that  he  once  had 
“  a  Patient  in  Long-lane  Mo  or  fields,  upon  whom  he  was 
“  obliged  to  perform  this  high  Operation  5  and  he  very  fuc- 
<£  cefsfully  extraftedthe  Stone,  by  making  Incifion  near  the 

Groin,  the  Patient  foon  recovering  5  which  .{hews  that 
“  Wounds  in  the  Bladder  are  not  always  Mortal. 

I  cannot  but  Queftion  the  Truth  of  both  Bonnet’s,  and 
Groenvelfs  Operations :  Firfi ,  becaufe  they  arc  mention’d 
after  fo  flight  a  Manner  :  Secondly,  becaufe  one  of  the  oideft 
Surgeons  in  Taris  (that  was  very  intimate  with  the  above 
mention’d  Tetit,  many  Years  before  his  Death)  affured  a 
Friend  of  mine,  that  he  never  heard  him  mention  thefe 
Operations  of  Bonnet :  Thirdly ,  becaufe  one  of  the  oideft 
Lithotomifs  here,  told  me,  that  he  never  heard  of  Groenvelfs 

Operation, 
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Operation,  till  he  publiflied  the  Englijh  Edition  of  his  Book 
on  Lithotomy ;  for  which,  and  many  other  Reafons,  he 
did  not  believe  it. 

V.  Fr ere  Jacques's  Method, 

Is  very  exaftly  deferibed,  and  its  Inconveniencies  fliewn 
by  that  excellent  Surgeon,  Monfieur  Mery,  as  alfo  by 
Monfieur  Dionis ,  to  whom  I  refer  the  inquifitive 
Reader. 

VI.  Dr.  Rail’s  Method. 

I  am  informed  that  Dr.  Rau  had  very  extraordinary 
Succefs,  and  though  he  Cut  upon  a  Staffe ,  he  made  the 
Wound  very  near  the  fame  Place,  as  in  Cutting  on  the 
Gripe,  and  fo  went  dire&ly  into  the  Cavity  of  the  Blad¬ 
dery  without  touching  the  Urethra ,  as  in  the  common 
Way. 

I  do  not  hear  that  he  has  publiflied  any  Account  of  it 
himfelf,  and  therefore  refer  the  Curious  to  the  learned 
Profeffors  at  Ley  deny  who  were  Eye-Witnefies  of  his 
Dexterity  and  Succefs,  for  a  more  particular  Defcription  of 
it. 

Roffetus’s  Scheme. 

My  Friend  Do&or  HorfemaUy  brought  me  from  Baris 
in  November  lafl,  the  fecond  Edition  of  Roffetus  de 
fartu  CtffareOy  printed  in  1590.  In  which  I  find  the  high 

^  Operation 


Operation  propofed  and  defctibed  with  great  Judgment, 

Sagacity,  and  Exadnefs. 

This  excellent  Author  has  certainly  been  very  little  read, 
or  very  ill  underftood,  elfe  this  Method  had  not  been 
fo  long  a  Secret.  Had  I  been  fo  lucky  as  to  have  met 
with  that  invaluable  Book,  before  I  had  Cut  living  Bo¬ 
dies,  it  would  have  faved  me  a  vafl:  deal  of  Thought, 
Labour,  and  Expence,  in  compofing  the  Theory  of  my 
Operation,  it  is  fo  clearly  and  evidently  demonftrated 
and  accounted  for,  in  that  profound  and  venerable  Au¬ 
thor. 

He  propofes  three  Ways,  of  making  this  Operation, 
in  all  which  the  Bladder  muft  be  diftended  with  fome 
Liquor. 


I.  Way. 

He  fills  the  Bladder  with  Barley  Water,  Milk,  or  a 
vulnerary  Decodion  with  the  Catheter  and  Syringe ,  Tab . 
2.  Fig.  i,  2, 3‘  and  fecures  it  from  flying  out  again,  by  an 
Afliftants  Hand,  or  a  Ligature. 

Then  he  cuts  through  the  Skin  and  major  Part  of  the 
Mufcles,  with  the  Knife  Fig.  4.  Then  he  makes 
a  punCture  in  the  Bladder  with  the  Knife  Fig .  5.  Laftly 
he  introduces  at  the  fame  Wound  the  Knife  Fig .  6.  or 
7.  with  which  he  finiflies  the  Incifion. 

Then  he  extrads  the  Stone  with  his  Fingers,  or  For 
ceps,  according  as  the  Cafe  requires. 

II.  Way 
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II.  Way. 

He  fills  the  Bladder  with  a  furrowed  Catheter ,  Fig.  8. 
Then  he  withdraws  the  Syringe,  and  introduces  the  Stik 
let,  Fig.  9 ,  to  flop  the  egrefs  of  the  Water,  then  he  turns 
the  Furrow  of  the  Catheter  towards  the  Line  a  Alba,  and 
prefies  againft  it  (as  they  do  againft  the  Berinaum  in  the 
common  Operation)  and  then  cuts  upon  the  Furrow. 

III.  Way. 

He  orders  a  Ligature  to  be  made  on  the  Benis ,  and  kept 
on  for  two,  three,  or  more  Days,  until  the  Bladder  is  fuf- 
ficiently  diftended,  as  in  an  Ifchury.  Then  Cuts  as  before^ 

The  Variation  between  his  firft  Scheme,  and  my  Opera, 
tion,  will  appear  by  comparing  them  together  $  his  fecond 
and  third  Schemes  are  altogether  impra&icable. 

Bionis’s  Scheme. 

Monfieur  Bionis  (on  whom  fome  of  our  Cutters  have 
endeavoured  to  palm  this  Operation)  is  fo  very  Inconfiftent 
with  himfelf,  in  his  Opinion  about  it,  that  it  is  very  hard 
to  tell  whether  he  is  for  or  againft  it. 

In  the  firft  Place  he  gives  us  his  Opinion  of  it,  in  thefe 
Words.

Secondly ,  He  gives  us  a  Plate  of  the  Inftruments  he 
would  have  us  Ufe. 

Thirdly ,  Directs  how  we  fliould  Ufe  them.

The  Wound  heals 
sc  without  Pain,  by  Reafon  that  keeping  the  Patient  in  an

cc  nually  inclines  to  the  Bladder ,  cannot  reach  the  Wound 
“  and  hinder  its  clofure,  as  in  the  two  other  Waysof  Ope- 
“  ration,  but  befides  always  turns  into  its  ordinary  Pafiage 
“  in  order  to  run  off.

The  Subftance  of  all  this  is  taken  from  Roffetus  (tho* 
he  has  not  mention'd  his  Name)  and  altered  fo  much  for 
the  worfe  that  it  is  plain  he  did  not  underftand  him.

“  Death,  and  affli&ed  with  the  Stone . 

For  which  Opportunity  he  fpent  his  whole  Life  to  no 
purpofe,  and  tho*  he  had  lived  fix  times  longer,  he  might 
have  gone  without  it,  and  fo  the  World  would  ftill  have 
wanted  fo  ufeful  a  Difcovery.

AVING  thus  defcribed  and  animadverted 
upon  both  the  antient  and  modern  Ways 
of  performing  this  Operation  5  I  fhall  next 
give  a  fhort  Account  of  my  new  Method > 
the  Principles  of  which  were  firfl:  laid  down  by  the  moft 
fagacious  of  all  Surgeons,  the  abovemention’d  Rojfetus : 
Yet  he  ingcnuoufly  owns,  that  he  never  pradifed  it  on 
living  Bodies,  in  the  following  Words 5

“  not  the  lamentable  Fate  of  King  Henry  the  Third, 
iC  (who  had  promifed  me  four  or  more  Perfons  that  were 
“  condemned  to  Death,  to  make  the  Experiment  upon, 
<£  and  them,  their  Lives  if  they  recovered)  deprived  me 
u  of  the  Opportunity, 

From  what  has  been  faid,  I  think  it  is  very  evident  that 
Rojfietus  wanted  an  Opportunity,  c Dionis  both  the  Skill 
and  the  Courage  to  do  it,  and  that  none  of  our  Cutters 
(notwithftanding  the  inimitable  Exprefllon,  and  Argu¬ 
ment  of  Rofietus)  ever  thought  it  feafible,  until  I  began 
it  in  1719,  upon  the  following  Confiderations,  viz.

c<  but  afterwards  hearing  it  confirmed  by  Barer,  and  the 
“  learned  RaJJius ,  who  were  Eye-WitnefFes  of  the  Fad, 

<c  as  alfo  by  the  Surgeon  concerned  in  the  Cure,  I  could 
“  no  longer  difpute  it. 

“  A .  B .  received  a  Wound  with  a  broad  Sword,  on 
“  the  lower  Part  of  the  Belly  j  all  the  Urine  flowed  thro8 
“  the  Wound  for  nineteen  Days  afterward,  which  was  a 
“  certain  Sign  that  the  Bladder  was  wounded.  The  Situ- 
c*  ation  of  the  Wound  plainly  fhewed,  that  it  was  in  the 
Cc  upper  Part  of  the  Bladder ,  which  is  the  leaft  flefhy : 
iC  Notwithstanding  FI.  Bhilippus  an  eminent  Surgeon,

Sword,  a  little  above  the  Os  Bubis ,  in  the  middle  of

u  Bladder ,  as  was  evident  from  the  Urine  flowing  thro8 
“  the  Wound,  yet  he  was  afterwards  cured  in  three 
«  Weeks,  notwithftanding  Hippocrates  fays,  fuch  Wounds 
u  are  mortal. 

Claudius  Ajmand  Efq*  Serjeant  Surgeon  to  his  Ma- 
jefty,  told  me,  that  he  once  cured  a  Gentleman  that  was 
Shot  through  and  through  the  Bladder  with  a  Bullet,  and 
that  he  has  been  perfectly  well  ever  fince,  tho’  it  is  feveral 
Years  ago. 

From  which  Inftances,  &c.  I  concluded  that  fince 
random  Wounds,  made  with  fuch  uncouth  and  improper 
Inftrumcnts  had  been  happily  cured  5  artificial  Wounds, 
maide  in  the  mod  proper  Place,  with  proper  lnftruments? 

and 
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and  all  neceflary  Preparations  and  Precautions,'  would  fuc- 
ceed  with  much  lefs  Trouble,  and  with  much  more  Cer¬ 
tainty. 

3.  Becaufe  I  was  perfuaded  by  the  Structure  of  the 
Parrs,  and  the  beforementioned  Inftances,  that  there 
would  be  lefs  Danger  of  Death  after  it,  and  alfo,  that  it 
could  never  occafion  Impotency,  Incontinency  of  Urine, 
&c.  which  are  frequent  after  the  common  Operations. 

4.  Becaufe  upon  weighing  and  confidering  all  the  Ob- 
je&ions  that  have  been  made  againft  it  by  the  Dead,  and 
living,  I  found  them  all  to  be  very  ill  grounded,  and  moft 
of  them  perfectly  imaginary,  as  will  appear  by  their  An 
fwers,  vid.  Sect.  xiii. 

5.  Becaufe  I  was  firmly  perfuaded  (by  the  Experiments 
I  had  made  upon  dead  Bodies)  that  I  had  furmounted  the 
main  and  only  Difficulty,  that  ever  appeared  to  me  in  it, 
viz.  the  Method  of  performing  it,  with  certainty  and 

Safety. 

So  by  thefe  Motives,  I  was  encouraged  to  Attempt 
this  Way,  in  order  to  relieve  Mankind  from  the  moft 
terrible  of  all  Chirurgicai  Operations,  and  (by  divine  Pro¬ 
vidence)  fucceeded  according  to  Wiffi.

“  It  is  delivered  as  a  common  Axiom  in  all  Me- 
u  chanical  Arts,  that  eveiy  Workman  who  is  defi- 
“  rous  of  gaining  Honour,  and  doing  his  Neighbour 
<c  Service  by  his  Bufinefs,  ought  firft  of  all  to  be  well  ac- 
“  quainted  with  the  Quality,  and  Nature  of  the  Subjed  5 
“  /.  e .  the  Matter  he  is  to  work  upon :  fo  when  the  Gold- 
u  fmith  has  not  a  perfed  Underftanding  in  Gold  and  Sil- 
“  ver,  either  pure,  or  mixt  with  other  Metals,  how  can 
u  he  produce  any  Thing  valuable,  and  praife-worthy  in 
“  his  Art?  fo  neither  can  the  Carpenter,  Stone-cutter, 
“  or  Smith,  and  fuch  like,  who  are  ignorant  of  the  Na- 
“  ture  and  Quality  of  Timber,  Stones,  and  Iron  $  other- 
u  wife  they  can  never  come  to  Perfedion  in  their  Trade,

“  again  into  the  Crucible,  and  lofcs  only  his  Time  and  Pains  $ 
“  the  Carpenter,  Mafon,  and  Smith,  fuffer  not  much 
a  greater  lofs.  But  a  Surgeon’s  Subject  is  the  human  Body  3 
“  wherefore  it  is  abfolutely  neceffary,  that  he  fhould 
“  know  and  be  well  acquainted  with  the  Confutation  and 
“  admirable  Structure  thereof. 

The  Situation  of  the  Bladder ,  on  which  this  Operation 
is  founded,  has  neither  been  defcribed,  nor  theUfe  of  it 
in  this  Cafe  underftood,  by  any  of  our  Anatomifts  (who 
have  commonly  fpent  moft  of  their  Time  in  deferibing 
thofe  Parts  which  are  of  no  Manner  of  Ufe,  either  in  the

Practice  of  Phyfick,  or  Surgery)  except  the  inimitable 
RojJetus,  out  of  whom  crDionis  pick’d  it. 

He  exprefleth  hknfdf  thus :

So  that  the  B eritoneum  to  which  the  fuperior  and  back- 
part  of  the  Bladder  is  attach’d,  divides  it  from  the  Guts, 
much  after  the  fame  Manner  as  the  Diaphragma  does  the 
Thorax  and  Abdomen ,  and  the  fore -Part  of  it  which  is 
only  concerned  in  this  Operation,  is  attach’d  (by  Mem¬ 
branes  much  like  thofe  that  join  the  Mufcles  together) 
to  the  abdominal  Mufcles  and  Os  Bubis .

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This  Situation  is  as  certain  and  conftant,  as  that  of  the 
Brain,  Stomach,  or  Heart  it  felf,  notwithftanding  iome 
of  our  Curiofi ‘  have  dreamed  the  contrary,  on  purpofe  to 
puzzle  the  Caufe. 

The  mufcular  Coat  of  the  Bladder ,  called  TDetrufor 
Urinse ,  is  a  thick  fleftiy  Mufcle ,  from  its  Neck  to  the 
Urachus ,  as  is  expreft  by  the  beft  of  Anatomifts,  Mr. 
Cowper  in  his  Figure  of  it  $  notwithftanding  which.  Au¬ 
thors  are  full  of  the  Danger  of  the  Wounds  of  the  Mem¬ 
branous  Part  of  the  Bladder ,  though  there’s  no  fuch  Part 
in  Nature.  Non  ex  libris>  fed  ex  difeBionibns,  non  ex 
placitis  Philofophorum,  fed  fabricd  Nat  tiro:  difcere  & 
docere  Andtomen  profit  eor.  _  .  . 

The  Parts  cut,  are  the  external  Teguments ,  Mufdes  of 
the  Abdomen,  and  Body  of  the  Bladder. 

N.  B.  I  fliould  have  been  more  particular  in  the  Defcrip- 
tion  of  thefe  Parts,  did  not  my  Brother  Dr.  cDouglafs  de- 
fign  fpeedily  to  oblige  the  World  with  a  full  and  correft 
Defcription,  not  only  of  the  Parts  concerned  in  this,  but 
alfo  of  thofe  in  all  the  other  Ways  of  Cutting,

of  which  is  ferewed  into  the  Head  of  the  Catheter,  and 
the  other  is  flip’d  upon  the  Noie  of  the  Syringe  □. 

N .  B.  The  Tube  is  made  of  an  Ox's  Ureter ,  and  was 
firft  contrived  by  Mr.  Chefelden. 

7.  which  ought  to  hold  Water 
enough  to  fill  the  Bladder  at  once,  or  twice  at  moft  £ 

7.  The  Catheter  Key,  Fig.  8.

9.  A  Spunge. 

10.  Thefecond  Incifion  Knife,  Fig.  10. 

11.  The  new  Inftrument,  Fig .  ix. 

It  is  about  the  thicknefs  of  a  common  Cafe  Knife,  has 
no  Edge  but  from  x  tox,  which  is  as  fiiarp  as  a  Razor. 

Its  other  Dimenfions  are  as  in  the  Figure ,  and  are  to  be 
alter’d  as  the  Cafe  requires. 

12.  The  Forceps,  Fig.  12 , 
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Number  and  Office  of  Affifiants'. 

There  muft  be  feven  inteiligent  Afllftants,  of  which  two 
areto  hold  the  Os  Ilia  and  Knees  firm,  two  others  the 
Shoulders,  and  one  the  Head,  the  fixth  is  to  gripe  the  Ve¬ 
nts,  and  the  laft  to  hold  the  Water  Pot,  and  give  and  re¬ 
ceive  the  Inftruments. 

Situation  of  the  Vatient. 

The  Patient  is  to  be  placed  flat  on  his  Back  on  the  Ta¬ 
ble,  with  a  thick  Pillow  under  his  Head,  then  his  Wrifts 
and  Ancles  are  to  be  faftned  together  with  Straps.

How  to  make  the  Operation. 

The  Patient,  and  the  Knee,  Shoulder,  and  Head  At- 
fiftants,  being  placed  as  before  directed,  the  Operation  con- 
fiftsof  three  Parts. 

I.  In  filling  the  Bladder,  which  is  done  thus  j 

Pafs  the  Catheter,  Tab.  4.  Fig.  1.  then  draw  out  the 
Stillet,  Fig.  z.  then  fill  the  Syring,  Fig.  7.  with  luke¬ 
warm  Water,  then  fix  it  to  the  brafs  Head  of  the  flexible 
Tube,  Fig.  4.  with  the  Key,  Fig.  8.  then  order  your 
Afliftant  to  gripe  the  Fenis,  fo  as  the  Water  may  not  re¬ 
gurgitate,  then  prefs  the  Water  leifurely  into  the  Bladder , 

O  until 
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until  you  perceive  it  is  railed  fo  far  above  the  Os  TubtSy 
that  there  is  room  enough  to  make  a  fufficient  Incifion  into 
it,  then  withdraw  the  Syring,  and  get  the  Tents  Affiftant 
to  extrad  the  Catheter  ry  gently,  taking  particular  Care 
to  ftraiten  his  Gripe,  fo  as  none  of  the  Water  follows  ity 
then  let  him  turn  the  Penis  down  towards  the  Anus , 
which  will  hinder  the  Water  from  fpurting  out,  and  alfo 
keep  his  Hand  out  of  the  Way. 

N.  B .  If  the  Bladder  is  filled  too  full  it  gives  great 
Pain,  relaxes  its  Fibres  fo  much,  that  they  will  with  great 
Difficulty,  if  ever,  recover  their  natural  Tone,  and  forci¬ 
bly  feparates  th zTeritoneum  from  the  Mufcles  of  the  Ab¬ 
domen,  which  may  occafton  Inflammations,  Impofthuma- 
tions,  &c. 

If  it  is  not  filled  enough,  it  will  be  impoffible  to  make 
a  fufficient  Incifion  into  it,  and  confequently  to  extrad  the 
Stone,  without  contufing  and  lacerating  the  Parts,  as  in  the 
common  Operations. 

The  Medium  between  thefe  two  Extreams  muft  be 
found  out  by  the  Sagacity  of  the  Operator. 

II.  In  making  the  Wound,  which  is  done  thus : 

Take  the  firft  Knife,  Fig .  9.  and  cut  at  leifure,  and 
with  a  fteady  Hand  exadly  in  the  middle,  from  near  the 
upper  Part  of  the  Tumor  of  the  Bladder,  or  lower  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  computed  Bignefs  of  the  Stone>  down  to  the  Os 
:Pubi$>  continue  the  Incifion  till  you  have  got  fo  low,  that 
you  can  diftindly  fed  the  Fluctuation  of  the  Liquor  in  the 

Bladder 
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Bladder  with  your  Fingers  (which  will  happen  before  you 
are  quite  through  the  Mufcles)  then  wipe  off  the  Blood 
with  the  Spunge  wrung  out  of  warm  Water,  then  take 
the  fecond  Knife,  Fig .  io.  and  place  its  back  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  Os  Tubis ,  then  run  its  Point  down  towards 
the  Collum  V °Jic<e>  until  you  get  into  the  Cavity  of  the 
Bladder  (which  is  difcovered  by  the  ifliiing  out  of  the  Wa¬ 
ter)  then  holding  your  Knife  in  a  perpendicular  Line? 
run  it  along  very  quickly  towards  the  Fund  of  the  Bladder ,) 
as  far  as  neceflary. 

N.  B.  If  the  Wound  in  the  Bladder  is  made  too  large, 
then  you  are  in  Danger  of  penetrating  into  the  Cavity  of 
the  Abdomen . 

If  it  is  made  too  fmall,  then  you  cannot  extrafl  the 
Stone,  but  with  great  Difficulty,  it  being  hardly  poffible 
to  enlarge  the  Wound  afterwards  with  Safety. 

Thefe  Extreams  are  to  be  avoided  as  above  $  but  for  the 
more  Security,  I  have  lately  contrived  an  Inftrument^ 
which  m  judicious  Hands,  I  believe  will  prevent  both 
thefe  Accidents :  It  is  ufed  thus. 

The  Incifton  being  made  with  the  firfl:  Knife  as  above 
directed,  take  the  new  Inftrument,  Fig .  n.  and  turn  the 
blunt  Side  towards  the  Navel,  and  the  cutting  Side  upon 
the  Os  Bubis,  then  holding  it  in  a  perpendicular  Line, 
plunge  it  into  the  Bladder  (which  will  require  very  little 
Force,  conftdering  its  Edge  is  as  ffiarp  as  a  Razor)  then  in 
drawing  it  out,  turn  the  cutting  Part  of  its  lower  Side  un¬ 
der 
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der  the  Os  ‘Pubis ,  which  will  farther  enlarge  the 
Wound. 

I  have  never  ufed  this  Inftrumcnt  on  living  Bodies,  but 
I  am  very  well  fatisfied  by  the  Experiments  I  have  made 
on  dead  Ones,  that  it  will  anfwer  much  better  than  any 
yet  propofed. 

It  is  to  be  made  broader  or  narrower,  according  to  the 
Bignefs  of  the  Patient,  or  fuppofed  Bignefs  of  the  Stone , 
which  muft  be  determined  by  the  Judgment  of  the  Ope¬ 
rator. 

The  Incifion  of  the  Skin,  and  major  Part  of  the  Muf- 
\ cles ,  ought  always  to  be  larger  than  that  of  the  Bladder., 
which  will  very  much  facilitate  the  Extraction  of  the 
Stone. 

III.  In  extracting  the  Stone,  which  is  done  thus : 

The  Wound  being  made,  pafs  the  fore  and  middle  Fin¬ 
gers  of  your  left  Hand  into  the  Bladder ,  to  examine  the 
Figure  and  Bignefs  of  the  Stone,  then  if  fmall,  pafs  the 
fore  and  middle  Fingers  of  the  Right,  into  the  Anus,  and 
raife  it  up  towards  the  Wound,  then  you  can  eafily  catch 
hold  of  it  with  your  Fingers  that  are  in  the  Wound,  and 
draw  it  out :  But  if  it  is  large  after  having  difcovered  its 
Figure  by  your  Fingers,  introduce  the  Forceps,  Fig.  iz. 
between  them,  into  the  Bladder ,  then  turn  the  Stone  into 
the  Forceps  with  the  fmall  End  foremoft,  and  take  faft 
•hold  of  it,  then  draw  out  your  Fingers,  and  afterwards  the 

Stone, 
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Stone,  with  Leafure  and  Caution,  if  it  breaks,  or  there  is 
more  than  one,  take  them  out  with  your  Fingers  as  before.

The  Stone  being  extracted,  lay  two  or  three  Pledgets 
of  Lint  armed  with  fome  good  Digeftive  over  the  W ound, 
and  a  Bolder  of  Tow  over  them;  then  undo  the  Straps, 
and  carry  the  Patient  to  Bed :  Then  embrocate  all  the 
Abdomen ,  Scrotum ,  and  cPenis ,  with  warm  01.  Chamomil. 
then  turn  a  Swath  a  little  broader  than  the  Patient's  Hand 
once  round  him,  and  pin  it  on  the  Dreifings  juft  tight 
enough  to  keep  them  on,  then  order  warm  Stupes  to  be 
laid  very  frequently  on  his  Belly,  wrung  out  of  a  ftrong 
Decoftion  of  Wormwood,  Chamomile,  &c.  or  out  of 
equal  Parts  of  frefh  Urine  and  Lime-Water. 

If  they  are  not  inclinable  to  Sleep,  foon  after  the  Ope-

ration,  they  muft  take  a  gentle  Opiate ,  becaufc  nothing

The  fame  Evening  drefs  the  Wound  and  embrocate 
the  Abdomen  as  before,  then  anoint  the  Groins,  Scrotum, 
and  Tenis,  with  Unguent  Alb.  or  'Dejicativum  rubr.  to 
prevent  their  being  fealded  by  the  Urine,  then  apply  the 
Stupes  as  above.  - 

The 
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The  Imbroeation  and  Stupes  arc  to  be  continued  till 
the  Wound  is  well  digefted,  and  the  Ointment,  till  the 
Water  comes  all  the  right  Way. 

The  Wound  is  to  be  dreft  three  or  four  times  a  Day ; 
when  it’s  well  digefted,  they  ought  always  to  l)re  on 
one  Side  or  the  other,  which  will  very  much  haften  the 
Cure. 

All  the  Urine  flows  through  the  W ound  until  the 
Wound  of  the  Bladder  is  cured,  which  is  fooner  or  later 
acccording  to  the  Conftitution  of  the  Patient. 

They  ought  not  to  be  forced  to  go  to  Stool,  under  fix  or 
feven  Days,  unlefs  fome  particular  Reafon  requires  it,  be- 
caufe  draining  to  Stool  injures  the  Wound. 

They  ought  never  to  be  taken  up,  except  to  get  their 
Beds  made,  until  the  Urine  comes  all  the  right  Way,  be- 
caufe  it  makes  them  fick,.  and  hinders  the  Cure  of  the 
Wound. 

When  the  Urine  begins  to  come  the  right  Way,  it  pains 
and  fealds  them  almofl,  after  the  fame  Manner,  and  to  as 
great  a  Degree,  as  when  they  had  the  Stone  (which  is  caufi 
ed  by  the  Contra&ion  of  the  Urethra ,  that  has  been  folong 
ufelefs)  but  it  never  lafts  above  a  Day  or  two,  and  then 
they  make  Water  with  the  fame  Eafe  and  Freedom,  as 
any  other  Perfon. 

When  Children  feel  this  Pain,  they  catch  hold  of  their 
*Penisy  and  flop  its  Paflage,  by  which  it’s  forced  again  out 
at  the  Wound,  which  prolongs  the  Cure. 
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Cold  1$  to  be  avoided  by  all  Means,  bccaufe  It 
puts  them  to  a  great  deal  of  Pain,  eithef 


to 


it,  or 


cough  out. 


They  drink  Sack,  or  Sage-Poflet,  Sage-Tea,  thin 
Mutton  or  Chicken  Broth,  Water  Gruel,  Ponada,  &c. 

N.  B.  That  if  a  flexible  Catheter  could  be  pafled, 
and  kept  in  the  Paflage  without  Pain,  it  would  very 
much  haften  the  Cure  of  the  Wound. 


Method  of  cutting  Females. 


’HEN  the  Stone  is  fmall,  the  common  Method  of 
extrading  it  is  beflf ;  but  when  they  are  large, 
they  cannot  be  extracted  the  cortimon  Way,  without 
running  the  Rifque  of  having  an  Incontinency  of  Urine 
afterwards,  and  therefore  in  fuch  Cafes,  they  ought  to  be 
Cut  thus:

Introduce  the  Catheter,  Tab.  9.  with  the  Tube  fix’d 
to  it,  as  before,  then  get  an  Affiflfant  to  thruft  the  fore, 
and  middle.  Fingers  of  his  left  Hand  into  the  Vagina, 
and  comprefs  the  Urethra  againft  the  Os  Tubis,  then 

fill 
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fill  the  Bladder ,  extract  the  Catheter,  and  make  the  Ope¬ 
ration,  as  in  Males. 

The  Operation  is  a  great  deal  eafier  made,  and  the 
Cure  much  fooner  performed,  than  in  Males.  _ 


SECT.  XI. 

Hiftory  of  the  Succefs  of  this  Method ’ 


A  V I  N  G  thus  defcribed  the  Method  of 
making  this  new  Operation,  and  alfo  what 
is  remarkable  in  the  Cure  ;  I  lhall  next  (to 
confirm  it)  give  a  fhort  Hiftory  of  its  Suc¬ 
cefs  ;  which  without  ever  entring  into  the  Merits  of  the 
Caufe,  will  be  (ufficient  to  perfuade  every  reafonable  and 
honeft  Man,  that  it  is  the  molt  fpeedy,  fafe,  and  eafy  Me¬ 
thod  of  extra&ing  the  Stone,  as  yet  propofed.

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Hiftory  of  my  fourth  Operation* 

The  fourth  Operation  was  made  the  23d  of  March1 
I72f.  upon  a  Boy  between  fourteen  and  fifteen  Years  o£V 
Age,  and  in  four  Weeks  Time,  he  was  perfe&ly  cured. 

In  this  Patient  I  made  a  frnall  Wound  in  the  ‘Peritone¬ 
um,  through  which  I  faw  the  Inteftines  prefent  themfeivesP 
but  I  pufhed  them  back  with  my  Fingers,  and  ftitched  the 
Skin,  and  we  had  no  farther  Inconveniency  from  it  5  the 

r 

Boy  at  this  very  Time  ferves  Dr.  Stewart  in  Tall  Mali. 
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Thcfe  three  Patients  were  all  fliewed  before  the  Royal 
Society j  foon  after  their  Recovery. 

Having  thus  fucceeded  three  Times  in  the  urn  tour  Ope¬ 
rations,  I  was  firmly  perfuaded,  that  it  would  prove  much 
more  fuccefsful,  than  the  common  Method  5  therefore  I 
thought  I  could  not  oblige  the  Publick  more,  than  by 
communicating  it  to  the  Surgeons  of  the  Hofpitals,  where 
they  have  fuch  frequent  Opportunities  of  praftifing  it  5 
accordingly  I  acquainted  them,  that  I  would  come  and 
Cut  publickly,  in  either,  or  both  Hofpitals,  whenever  they 
pleafed  to  give  me  an  Opportunity  5  but  inftead  of  accept¬ 
ing  of  it,  as  I  expected,  they  all  rejected  it  with  Scorn, 
as  derogatory  to  the  Characters  of  the  Cutters ,  except  Mr. 
Chefelden ,  Surgeon  to  St.  Thomas's  Hofpital,  who  has  al¬ 
ways  the  Good  of  Mankind  more  at  Heart,  than  any  little

About  a  Year  ago  Mr.  *Paul  Cut  two  in  St.Thomas’s  . 
Hofpital,  who  both  recover’d  perfe&ly,  though  one  of 
them  was  taken  with  the  Small-Pox,  eight  Days  after  the 
Operation. 

Upon  the  third  of  May  1722.  Mr.  Chefelden  Cut  two 
Patients  after  this  Manner,  and  before  the  Beginning  of 
Auguft  following,  he  Cut  fix  more  $  all  which  Opera¬ 
tions  fucceeded  to  the  entire  Satisfa&ion  of  feveral  of 
the  moft  eminent  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  in  Town,  and 
every  one  of  them  recovered.  I  fliould  have  been 
more  particular  in  the  Hiftory  of  thefe  Cafes,  did  not 
Mr.  Chefelden  defign  foon  to  publifii  an  Account  of 
them,  to  which  I  refer  the  inquifitive  Reader. 


Thus 
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Thus  out  of  the  firft  fourteen,  only  one  died;  yet 
for  all  this  Succefs,  there  are  fome  of  our  Cutters ,  fo 
bigotted  to  Antiquity,  that  they  cannot  be  perfuaded  to 
lay  afide  the  old  eftabliftfd  Method. 

From  all  which,  I  think,  I  may  fafely  conclude,  in  the 
Words  of  my  favourite  Author  Rojfetus .

Advantages  of  this  Operation ^ 

IT’S  Advantages  are  firft,  that  there’s  lefs  Danger  of 
Death  after  it,  as  is  evident  from  the  Succefs  of  the 
beforementioned  accidental,  as  well  as  artificial  Opera¬ 
tions.  ?  * 

2.  That  they  can  never  be  made  Impotent  by  it,  be- 
caufe  none  of  the  genital  Parts  can  be  injured. 
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3.  That  an  Incontinency  of  Urine  can  never  be  cauf- 
ed  by  it,  becaufe  the  Collum  Vefica  cannot  be  touched  in 
making  it. 

4.  That  there  is  no  Danger  of  having  a  Fijlula  after  it, 
if  proper ‘Care  be  taken  of  the  Wound,  becaufe  it  is  made 
in  a  very  flcfliy  Part,  and  above  the  common  Faffage  of  the 

Urine.  -  ' 

5.  That  there  can  be  no  fuch  Force  required  to  extract 

the  Stone >  as  will  contufe  and  lacerate  the  Parts,  becaufe 
the  Pafiage  for  the  Stone  may  be  fafely  made  above  five  Times 
larger  than  it  is  in  the  common  Operation  of  cutting  on 
the  Staff. 

6.  That  there  can  be  no  confiderable  Hemorrhage  for 
the  Reafons  aftermentioned. 

7.  That  it  is  fo  quickly  and  eafily  performed. 

8.  That  thofe  who  have  been  Cut  this  Way,  are  as  per¬ 
fectly  well,  as  if  they  had  never  been  Cut  5  which  happens 
very  rarely,  if  ever,  after  the  common  Operation. 

9.  That  there  is  little  Danger  of  breaking  the  Stone  in 
the  Extraction,  becaufe  of  the  Largenefs  of  the  Wound. 

1  o.  That  there  is  no  Occafion  to  introduce,  and  extract 
fuch  a  Load  of  Iron  Ware,  viz.  Gorgerets ,  Conductors, 
Forceps ,  "Dilators ,  Scoops ,  Crotchets ,  &c.  Tab.  L  as  in 
the  common  Method,  which  occafions  many  grievous  Ac¬ 
cidents,  as  beforementioned. 

1 1 .  That  you  can  find  the  Stone  immediately,  though 
ever  fo  fmall,  which  often  requires  a  great  deal  of  grubling 
in  the  common  Way.

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12.  That  (fuppofing  the  Stone  fhould  be  attach’d  to 
the  Bladder,  and  not  difcovered  before  the  Operation) 
you  may  eafily  difeover  with  your  Fingers,  before  you 
attempt  to  extradt  it,  if  it’s  a  fmall  or  large  attach¬ 
ment;  if  fmall,  you  may  feparate  it  with  your  Finders, 
and  then  extradt  the  Stone ;  if  large,  you  may  leave  it 
there,  and  heal  up  your  Wound,  whereby  the  fpeedy, 
nay,  immediate  Death  of  the  Patient  would  be  prevented 
which  cannot  be  done  in  the  common  Operation,  becaufe 
their  Forceps  has  no  feeling,  dye.

Notwithstanding  all  the  foremen  tioncd  Succefs,  yet 
there  are  feme  who  ftill  make  the  following  Objections. 

Obj .  i.  That  the  Guts  will  burft  out  at  the  Wound. 
Anf  The  Inteftins  are  kept  from  binding  out  at  the 
Wound  by  the  Peritoneum,  which  is  fituated  between  the 
Bladder  and  the  Bowels  as  before  deferibed. 

Obj.  2.  That  the  Urine  from  the  Bladder,  and  the  dif- 
charge  from  the  Wound,  will  flow  into  the  Cavity 
of  the  Abdomen ,  where  corrupting,  will  occafion  feverai 
grievous  and  incurable  Symptoms. 

Anf.  This  is  alfo  prevented  by  the  forementioned  Situa¬ 
tion  of  the  'Peritonaeum .

All  thefe  and  many  others  that  might  be  mentioned, 
were  all  thought  very  ftrange,  and  out  of  the  way  Things, 
at  firfl:,  but  a  little  Confident  ion,  Examination,  and  Expe¬ 
rience,  forced  People  to  believe  them,  tho’  ever  fo  contra¬ 
ry  to  the  received  Notions.

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Anf.  The  Safety  of  this  Operation  depends  entirely  on 
filling  the  Bladder  with  ibme  Liquor,  which  was  never 
performed  on  a  living  Body  before  I  did  it,  and  there¬ 
fore  I  infill  on  it,  that  it  is  a  new  Operation,  until 
they  make  it  appear  when ,  and  by  whom  it  was 
done  before.  But  fuppofing  it  had  been  attempted,  as  they 
pretend,  five  hundred  Times  in  France ,  and  always  mif- 
carried,  then  its  plain  (from  my  Succefs)  that  they  did 
not  underfland  what  they  undertook :  And  fuppofing  that 
they  always  fucceeded,  then  it's  certain  that  our  Cutters 
never  heard  any  Thing  of  it,  otherwife,  they  cannot  well 
anfwer  for  not  putting  it  in  Pra&ice  fooner,  by  which  the 
Lives  and  Health  of  many  might  have  been  preferved,  that 
fell  a  Sacrifice  to  Antiquity. 

This  is  fully  confirmed  by  the  following  Story,  &c. 

When  I  prefented  the  firft  two  Patients  I  had  Cut, 
before  a  very  publick  Company,  the  Phyficians  then  pre- 
fent  were  all  very  well  pleafed,  both  with  the  Newnefs  of 
the  Method,  and  Compleatnefs  of  the  Cure:  But  when 
one  of  the  Cutters,  that  was  prefent,  had  viewed  the  Cica¬ 
trices  of  the  Wounds,  he  very  modeftly  alfertedthat  they 
appeared  to  him  to  be  made  with  Caufticks  j  (by  which  he 
infinuated  that  there  had  never  been  a  Stone  drawn  through 
thefe  Wounds,  but  that  I  had  only  hired  the  poor  Boys  to 
permit  a  Cauftick  to  be  laid  on,  and  then  (hewed  the  Cicatri¬ 
ces  to  impofeon  the  World)  upon  which  I  told  him,  that 
it  gave  me  very  little  Concern  how  they  appeared  to  him, 
becaufe  it  did  not  at  all  alter  the  Cafe  5  however,  I  af- 

T  fared 
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lured  him  that  I  made  an  Incifion,  where  he  faw  the  Cica- 
trices ,  as  deep  as  the  Cavity  of  the  Bladder ,  and  drew 
the  Siot^esy then  on  the  Table,  thro*  the  Wounds.  If  he  would 
not  believe  me,  I  defired  him  to  ask  the  Patients  themfelves, 
one  of  which  was  betwixt  feven  and  eight  Years  of  Age> 
and  confcquently  could  not  keep  fuch  a  Secret  as  he  fup~ 
pofed;  and  the  other  was  between  fixteen  and  feventeen, 
and  confequently  was  able  to  give  a  reafonable  Account  of 
what  was  done  to  him ,•  but  if  he  would  not  depend  on 
their  Words,  he  might  ask  a  Phyfician  then  prefent,  who 
law  one  of  them  Cut.  Each  of  whom  affirmed  the  Truth 
of  what  I  had  related,  notwithftanding  of  all  which,  he 
hill  perfifted  in  faying  that  thefe  Cicatrices  appeared  to 
him  to  be  made  with  Caujlicksy  which  (hews  how  little  that 
great  Man  was  acquainted  with  either  artificial,  or  acciden¬ 
tal  Wounds  of  thefe  Parts,  and  alfohow  unwilling  he  was 
to  allow  any  Thing  to  be  true,  tho’  never  fo  well  attefted?

Anf.  Before  I  made  this  Operation,  it  was  the  univerfal 
Opinion  of  the  Surgeons,  that  it  was  impracticable  in  ei¬ 
ther 
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ther  little  or  great  Bodies :  But  now  I  have  fucceeded  in 

fmall  Bodies,  they  fay  I  cannot  make  the  Operation,  or  it 
wont  fucceed  in  Men. 

I  have  a  great  deal  more  Reafon  to  differ  from  the  re¬ 
ceived  Opinion  in  this,  than  I  had  in  the  former  Cafe, 
becaufe  I  am  perfuaded  (by  the  Experience  I  have  already 
had)  that  I  can  cut  Men  after  the  fame  Manner,  with  as 
much,  if  not  more  Eafe  than  Boys;  and  that  the  Cure 
would  fucceed  as  well,  I  think,  is  very  evident,  from  the 
forementioned  Inftances  of  random  Wounds  of  the  Blad¬ 
ders  of  Men,  made  with  Swords,  Bullets,  &c.  being 
happily  and  perfectly  cured. 

By  the  dexterous  Management  of  this  Argument,  I  loft 
a  very  good  Patient  in  April  laft,-and  the  poor  Gentleman 
(in  all  human  Probability)  his  Life. 

Obj.  10.  That  the  common  Paffage  of  the  Urine  be¬ 
ing  ufelefs  for  fo  long  a  Time,  the  Gravel,  Slime,  and  clot¬ 
ted  Blood  having  no  Vent  but  thro*  the  Wound,  muft 
fubfide,  and  may  form  a  new  St  one >  whilft  you  are  curing 
the  Wound.

WHEN  the  Operation  is  not  made  as  it  ought  to 
be,  it’s  certainly  the  Fault  of  the  Operator,  but 
fuppofe  it’s  made  with  the  defired  Succefs,  yet  the  Patient 
may  not  recover  afterwards  for  the  following  Reafons,  viz. 

x .  When  there  happens  to  be  Stones  alfo  in  the  Kid¬ 
neys,  or  Ureters. 

2.  When  the  Kidneys,  Ureters,  or  Bladder ,  are  ulce¬ 
rated,  or  impofthumated. 

3 .  When  the  Conftitution  of  the  Patient  is  broke  by 
too  long  delaying  the  Operation,  or  by  taking  vaft  Quan¬ 
tities  of  Stuff,  in  hopes  to  difiolve  it. 

4.  When  the  Patient  is  too  old,  or  too  young. 

5.  When  the  Patient  is  fubjed  to  Convullion  Fits  be¬ 
forehand. 

6.  When  any  other  confiderable  Difeafe  troubles  the 
Patient  at  the  fame  Time. 

7.  When  the  Stone  is  monftrous  large. 

8.  When  they  are  not  taken  due  Care  of  afterwards,  &c.

IN  a  total  Suppreflion  of  Urine,  the  Bladder  is  to  be 
punched  by  the  Trocquart  and  Canula ,  in  the  fame 
Place  where  the  Operation  for  the  Stone  is  made,  and  is 
preferable  to  the  Pun&ion  of  the  Berinteumy  for  the  fame 
Reafons  that  the  high  exceeds  the  low  Operations.
